Buta third time—if he were to 
hazard the experiment for a third time, be- 
lieve you that the law would suffer him to 
escape? No indeed--for that life he should 
answer with hisown, whatever were his mo- 
tive. Itis not permitted unto man to try 
such experiments with his fellow-man.

Among 
the large number of new Spelling-books pre- 
sented to the public from time to time, one 
has recently been put into our hands, pnblish- 
ed in Boston, by Mr. B. D. Emerson, Princi- 
pal of the Adams’ Grammar School in that 
city. It was our intention to have taken an 
earlier notice of this book, and can now ouly 
say, that on an attentive examination of the 
work, it Comes nearer to the staudard of our 
choice than any other we have seen. The 
plan of the author is simpie and intelligible, 
and is executed with much care aud taste. 
One great fault which we have had to find 
with books tur primary imstruction, is, tat 
however plain and simple they may appear 
to a tolerably good adult scholar, they are 
ior the most part above the comprehension 
of those juvenile minds for which they are 
uitended. Picket’s Speiling-book has been 
in pretty general use in this State; but we 
venture to say, that there is hardly one child 
in twenty, (of any age short of manhood,) 
who on reading the reading-lessons therein, 
ean understand them. The author seems to 
have studied te show his wisdom by employ- 
ing as many hard words, and framing as ma- 
ny obscure sentences as possible. And then 
again, he not unfrequently makes some very 
awkward and ridiculous attempts at the sub- 
lime. For instance, what can a child under- 
as the following :—* Buthark! the bounding 
steed flies o’er the forest.” Who ever heard a 
horse fly over a forest ? 

Emerson bas wisely avoided all such at- 
tempts to make himself appear too great to 
be understood, even by his juvenile readers.
